army organization. Tho native troops
have reached a high dogroo of efficiency
under their English drill masters.

Tho DUlluiiui.hr.i lHvtuo Fauna Away

Boston, Jon. 23..Bishop Phillips

Crook* died at 6:8Q o'clock this morpingofpneumonia.
The death was entirely qnexpecled.

Ha was '111 Thursday, but noting
serious showed itself until last evenlug.
Dr. Boach, his physician, discovered
lata lastevoning diphtheraticsyuiptouis,
and considered a consultation advisable,
and called in Dr. B. N. Kilt. At this
time nothing serions was anticipated.
Dr. Beach was with the bishop the entironight. About half puav six the
patient was seized with, a coughing
spasm, which lasted for a few momenta
and bis heart coasud to beat.

Dr. Beach said this morning that
death was causud by heart failure aud
not by diphtheria.
Bishop Brooks preached his last ser-

mon at tiio Uhurcu ot tuo uooq onophard,on G'ortez street, lust Tuesday
oveoing. The scene at the bishop's
house this morning wad 0110 of grief
and desolation. No cropu bad at that
time been placed on iho door, but
anxious frlands, among .whom the nows
bad boon spread with great rapidity,
wore making inquiries on tho atruot,
and in tho iuimodiate neighborhood, ot
overyono whom they saw.
Within the house a few of tho bishop's

most Intimuto friend", wiioseouied hardlyto realize the terrible loss, were gatheredin groups in tho difl'eront rooms.
The spirit tlmt pervaded the assemblage
was one of complete and overwhelming
Borrow. Tlioy could not coraprohond
the fact that Bishop Brooks was dead,
and again and again the question was
asked: "Is tho bishop roa.lv doad't"
That thoir beloved pastor and friend
had loft them forevor seemed to thorn
too awful, mid they woro unable to grasp
the significance of his doalh.
Bishop Brooks Bald vorv little during

his illuess. He apparently had no idoa
his ond was noar and bo did not leave
any Inst message. On account of tho
contagious cbarnctor of iiis disoose it is
not improbable that the funeral will bo
private.
Phillips Brooks was born in Boston,

Docombor 13,1835. llis degreo of B. A.
ho receivod in Harvard Univorsily In
1855, and subsequently that of D. 1),

riu muuiuu lib bllU -UpiBCtJJfiU -LIIUWIU^*
icul Seminary at Alexandria, Va., and
in 1851) wus ordained, 'i'bo same year
be cot bis first chorgo, becoming rector
of tho Cburch of tho Advont in Philadelphia,whero ho remained for threo
years, lie wan than trausferrod to the
Church of tho lloly Trinity.
From 1870 until last year ho was rectorof Trinity church, Boston, a charge

that allowed of bis fnmo ua a pulpit
orator becoming world wido. He was
us well known and appreciated in Englandas hero, ami such churchmen as
Canon Farrar and tho Into l)ean Stanleywero among his friends. Ho had
preached for tho former in WestminsterAbboy, and both of those Englishdivines have occupied bis pulpit in
Boston. Early last your bo bocaino
bishop of Massachusetts, succeeding
the lato Benjamin Henry Paddock.
Previously, in 1880, bo waa offered tho
assistant bishopric of Pennsylvania,
but doclinod.
An active philanthropist, as well as

preacher, Bishop Brooks was also an
author, and several volumes, mostly sermons,have como from his pen. His
first work was "Lectures on Preaching,"
publishoil in 1877; thon camo his "Sermons,"(1878 and 1881); "Tho Influence
of Josusliolilon Locturo", delivored in
1'hiladelphia in 1879, and "Baptism and
Confirmation," (1880).
Bishop Brooks lmd a commanding

presence, being a largo man with a deep,
musical voice, and liis words fell from
him with such rapidity of utteranco as
to bo a perfect cataract of oloquonce.
